More Picnic Hints. a

Desk ÁAnggN.—What a wonderful picnic 
season you are having! The tablecloth men- 
tioned in your last letter fills a Jong-felt 
want—ordinary. cloths. get ..se - hopvlessty 
messed about. at a picnic. This very week 
Í intend to avail myself of your suggestion 
and purchase a ‘Squar¥ ‘of American cleth : of 
the gayest possible colour, and weigh down 
the four corners as you suggest, and then, 
should any little accident occur, a quick rtb 
with a table napkin will put things right 
again. 

iu’ the matter of picnic -fires (1 
know it is horrid of me).I do not 
agree with vou at all. Gathering and kindling 
twigs 18, of course, very poetic, but give me 
a reliable Primus’ stove, with a generous sup- 
ply of methylated and paraffin to ensure a 
plentiful and speedy supply of boiling water. 


Tea.as it Should be Made. 


My experience is that all real picnickers 
require extra large quantities of both food 
and drink at these al fresco parties, and that 
of all drinks “ tea ” is the most appreciated. 
I, therefore, first measure the capacity of my 
kettle, making .sure to bring one large 
enough to supply all the party. Then I weigh 
out the correct amount of tea, and tie. it. up 
in a net-bag, leaving one long piece of strin 
hanging. The net-bag must be large enoug 
to allow the tea leaves to swell after they 
come in contact with the boiling water. 

For teapots I have an utter scorn on these 
occasions; . they- merely “take up valuable 
space, use up water in heating, and finally 
chill the tea. The moment: the big kettie 
boils: pop in the net bag and put lie ‘lid 
on, leaving the aforementioned piece of 
string hanging out. I wrap the kettle in a 
rug for a few minutes, and when the tea is 
strong enough remove the net bag by means 
of the string, put the lid on again and serve 
what I have proved to be most excellent tea, 
never smoked, never bitter, and always hot. 


Chance Water Risky. 


If at all possible it is safer, as well as more 
convenient, to take the kettle along full of 
‘water from the home tap. The spout should 
be corked to prevent splashing from the 
motion of the car. You cannot always rely 
on the cleanliness of wayside streams, and, 
anyway, being - “sure ” As. very much more 
enjoyable than being “sorry. 

In hot: weather milk for picnics can be 
kept cool and fresh if carried in thermos 
fiasks (incidentally, the flasks are less likely 
to leak than ordinary botties) . - 

And now ‘I. must tell you of the.’cutest of 
richie. .équipments—for use only if that 
smallest “de luxe” absolutely must be 
included: in the party. It is a. collapsible 
‘‘ go-car,”’ which, folded in its case, will fit 
on the luggage grid or -mside your car, or 
even on the rack in a railway carriage. It

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A COMPLEX

WENTY-EIGHT years ago they buried 
Cecil Rhodes on a summit of the 
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over a vast desert region, these mighty }. 


granite masses exhibit nature in a mood 
of strangely wild disorder. Throngh 
these, solitudes, where only, the .wind’s 
sweep disturbs the silence, there - floated 
on that April morning of 1902 the 


str@ias of the Dead March from Saul, as | 


the funeral procession, some five miles 


long, wound its slow way up the steep 


ascent. It was a strange spectacle. Tn 
vehicles of every shape and make, on 
horseback, on cycles, and on foot, the 
great crowd, mingling men of many races 
and nationalities, gathered to the cete- 
mony, ‘The last mile was done wholly on 
foot, and so rugged was the approach fo 
the place selected for burial, that even 
experienced climbers found it difficult. 
T!e actual space at the top was limited, 
and the crowd, numbering some three 
thousand, disposed itself as best i; could 
on the surrounding crags. 

As the coffin, cove with the Union 
Jack, and bearing the wreaths sent by 
Queen Victoria and by the deceased’s 
relatives, was lowered into the tomb cut 
in the solid rock, the “ Old Hundredth ”’ 
was sung, followed by. “Now the 
Labourer’s Task is O'er.” The last 
prayers were recited, the Dead March 
was again played, and then, descending 
from their rocky perches, the silent 
mourners filed reverently past tha tomb. 
On the wind-swept mountain top where

they left the dreamer of Empire to his 
unending ‘sleep. 


CONVERSATION, 


It is not, however, on Mr. Rhodes the 
Empire builder that I would touch im 
the few notes that follow. We are still 
too close to his day to see things in their 
proper perspective, or dispassionately to 
judge his actions, or estimate the value 
of his work, 

His was the largeness of vision that 
swept along a continent, while others 
dared not think beyond the established 
boundary of the latest map. The mind 
that conceived a Cape to Cairo railway, 
and visualised communities of civilisel 
men and women springing up where at 
the time there existed the untrodden 
forest, or the fever-haunted jungle, 
worked in no narrow limits. 

“ The travail of his spirit bred . 
Cities in place of speech,”’ 
wrote the poet of him, and the wo:ds 
were not extravagant. 

The attitude of such a man towards the 
greater issues that tend to unite or divide 
mankind must always be studied with 
attentive interest, but a wider, and not 

- necessarily an inferior, intere t attacher 
to his bearing in the ordinary come and 
go of daily lite. Rhodes was a home 
lover, and was never happier than when 
pointing out the charms of Groote 
Schuur, his residence on the slopes of 
Table Mountain. Nature had been 
prodigal in scattering beauty all around, 
and he tried to make the house as worthy 
as possible of its setting. He never tired 
of the glorious prospe#t to be enjoyed, and 
would fain have everyone as enthusiastic 
as himself. The famous verandah ws 
rarely without company of one sort o1 
another, and not always did gaiety or 
light laughter prevail. Grave matters 
too often made faces grave, and things 
were talked there that later on helped to 
make histo:y. But whether grave,or gay 

the company, if it. included one not 


accustomed to the place who happened t. 


be sitting with his back to the mountain, 
Rhodes would quietly turn that visitor's 
chair round, with the remark, ‘‘ See what 
‘ you are missing.” We have the testi- 
mony of one who knew him in every 
humour that this was done quite 
naturally and without the least affecta- 
tion. 


MIXED COMPANY. 


The hospitality at Groote Schuur was 
generous, and Rhodes loved to gather 
about him men from whom he could learn, 
or with whom he could discuss what was 
happening in other lands. Fresh ideas 
fascinated him, and the pioneer, the 
explorer, or the missionary was sure of 
a hearty welcome at the lunch or dinner 
table. The wild in man or nature was 
a subject of unending interest to him, 
and he never resented a frank expression 
of opinion no matter how it might clash 
with his own. He demanded sincerity, 
and he would not tolerate cant. Clergy- 
men of all denominations, and laymen of 
no denomination at all, were encourage’ 
to express their personal views, and, if 
at times the discussion became warm, the 
evening always ended in good humour. 
No man was readier to acknowledge him- 
self in error than Rhodes himself, and 
his control was, at times, remarkable. 
On one occasion the editor of a newspaper, 
in which Rhodes had a considerable 
interest, was dining at Groote Schuur. 
An article had appeared which Rhodes 
considered unfriendly, and he mentioned 
it at table. The editor, rising from his 
seat and looking steadily at his host, 
said: “I think it is good for you, Mr. 
Rhodes, that your paper has an editor 
who does not care a dam if he pleases or 
displeases you.” A tense and anxious 
silence succeeded this unexpected out- 
burst, and then, very quietly, Mr. Rhodes 
replied: “ Yes, it is best so, and I’m sorry 
if I seemed to question it. I have never 
inspired an article or suggested that a 
given live should be taken, but you might 
be more careful about facts.’’ 


THE SIMPLICITY OF GREATNESS. 


As is not unusual in strongly-marked 
characters, a blend of sentiment and 
simplicity would sometimes reveal an 
unexpected side to a complex personality. 
Rhodes was discussing his great railway 
scheme with one of his . prospecting 
engineers, and suddenly aed: “ Would 
the spray even splash the train as 1% 
-erossed the Zambesi?’’ The surprise. 
engineer answered that it would depen:l 
on..the way the wind blew. ioe a 
persisted Rhodes, “if it blew the right 
way, would it?” ‘ Certainly it might, 
.and probably would,” granted the 
engineer. There was almost boyish 
happiness in the “ Oh! that is delightful ’’ 
with which Rhodes greeted the assurance. 
Nothing was ever allowed to interfere with 
the indulgence of his passionate Jove oi 
nature. To wander alone over the great 
reaches of the mountainside was for him 
an enjoyment deeper than social inter- 
course, or the development oí some idea 
whose practical results might chanue the 
history of a country. ‘‘ To be alone with 
the Alone,”’ as he put it, was to be quieted 
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started on their twenty-mile journey, It 
was half-an-hour after midnight when the 
‘Admiral at Simons Town, awakened from 
sleep, was made aware of what had 
occurred.

LIFE TO THE FULL: 


The other oceasíon to whith T refer as 
exhibiting Rhodes’s mastery over physical 
fear was when he di peace terms 
with the Matabele warriors in the Matopo 
Hills. Fierce fighting had been going on, 
and the natives were mad with the lust of 
war. Leaving his own troops Rhodes 
pitched his solitary tent on the 
skirts of the hills. There, without any 
guard, he remained during six weeks. 
while messages. passed between him and 
the chiefs. A meeting place was at length 
arranged, and to it went Rhodes, accom- 
panied by his three friends. He was un- 
armed, but his companions. carried 
revolvers. Native warriors—fully armed— 
swarmed in the open, and others hid 
behind the rocks that dotted the ground. 
There, for four hours; the matter was 
debated, until, at. what) lie deemed the 
proper moment, Rhodes” demafided their 
answer to the question. ‘‘ Is it peace or 
war?” It was a critical situation, and 
the next move might easily have meant 
death to the four intrepid men. One 
can picture the relief with which they 
saw the leading chiefs step forward and 
cast their spears at Rhodes’s feet. Once) 


worth living,” he remarked. 

“ So little done, so much to do.” were. 
the words of the man who, While still 
comparatively young and in the zenith 
of his power, heard the doctor’s sentence 


on, bearing heroically enough the agony 
caused by an arterial tumour. He ha: 
made mistakes, but his successes far 
outbalanced his failures... His personal 
charm was admitted even by his enemies.

COAST LIFE-SAVING. 


DEMONSTRATION AT 
KINGSTOWN, 


a 


An interesting demonstration of the rescue 
of human life from a wreck at sea was given 
‘at Kingstown Harbour on Saturday morning, 
when the local team of the Coast Life-saving 
Service turned out. The proceedings were 
an exact rehearsal of the cours® pursued at 
one of these stations—of which there are more 
than fifty round the Free State coast—when 
a vessel is driven ashore. They were followed 
with the closest attention by a number of 
visitors, including Mr, Erickson, the Swedish 
Consul, and Mrs. Erickson; Captain Tamm, 
of the barque Abraham Rydberg, at prisent 
in Dublin Harbour; Mr. J. N. Dolan, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary of the Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce; and Mr. F. 
W. Smith, principal officer of the same de- 
partment. 

About 300 yards away across the waters 
of the harbour a post with a cross-spar on 
the West Pier represents a mast of the 
wrecked ship. We are at the store beneath 
the old Coastguard Station. Number one man

Ireland and Bath. 


The uumber of Irish people who a 
century or so ago went to Bath for their 
annual holiday, or '“ cure,” must have 
been exteedingly large.

them. In the Church of Weston (Church 
of all Saints), for instance, are monu- 
ments to Most Rev. Wm. Carmichael, 
Archbishop of Dublin, interred there in 
1765 ; Charlotte Viscountess Newcomen of 
Carrickglass, County Longford (1817), and 
other celebrities. A marble monument in 
this church has the following inscription : 
““ Near this place lie interred the remains 
of Mrs. Isabella Forward, otherwise 
Stewart, relict of Wm. Forward, Esgq., of 
the County of Donegal in Ireland, who, 
after a life spent in the practice of every 
virtue, at the advanced age of 87, expired 
without a groan, sitting in her chair in 
her usual dress, at her house in Bath on 
the 6th day of May, 1781. To whose 
memory her much afflicted son and 
daughter, Ralph and Alice, Viscount and 
Viscountess Wicklow, have caused this 
monument to be erected.” 

In the ‘‘ Abbey ' Church of Bath a 
monument perpetuates the memory of 
“Mary, Countess D’Alton, relict of 
Kdward Count D’ Alton of Grenanstown. 
County Tipperary. ‘Liewtenant-General 
Austrian Army, who fell at Dunkirk, 
1793,’’ 


The Pretty Kitchen. 


While passing through old Dunleary 
the other morning I noticed that the 
“ Pretty Kitchen,” that quaint survival 
nf the eighteenth century, had been in 
the hands of the painters and decorators. 
I hope they. have been careful to deal 
gently with it; and that they have not 
unduly disturbed the ancient shelves 
which contained more pewter vessels of all 
sizes than I have ever seen elsewhere. It 
was always pleasant to escape from a rest- 
less and petrol-scented world into that old 
cobbled courtyard, and quench one’s thirst 
in the atmosphere of a more leisurely age.

Meteoric ‘Phenomena. 


Meteor showers, as might be expected, 
are rare in June; but bright fireballs some- 
times make their appearance and are 
visible even in the hours of daylight. 
During the latter days of June there ate a 
few meteor showers of note, especially about 
the 20th and 30th of the month. On the 
23rd there is an early maximum at 1.30 
a.m., and in the afternoon there is a 
much larger one about 5.30. There are 
secondary maxima on.the.24th at 8 p.m., 
and at a later hour in the night. On the 
28th there are maxima in the early morn- 
ing and later in the afternoon. This. is 
also true of tho 26th, when there-is a 
good deal of meteoric activity chiefly in the 
morning and early forenoon, The most 
important meteor shower in the month 
becomes due on the 30th, with maxima at 
9.30 a.m., 5.30 p.m:, and 11.48 p.m, The

FORD'S FACTORY. 


The tremendous curtailment of work at 
the Ford factory in Cork—thousands of 
workers have been idle for some weeks 
now—has naturally given rise to many 
sensational rumours as to the future of 
this great concern, and a d deal of 
anxiety has been felt throughout the city 
and county. An official statement indicat- 
ing an early resumption of extensive 
tractor production is consequently much 
welcomed, During the Gaal the factory 
was visited by Mr. Charles E. Soresen, 
managing director of the Ford Company in 
the United States; Sir Percival Perry, 
chairman of the Associated Ford Com- 
panies of Europe, and Mr, A. R. Smith, 
general manager of the Ford Motor Com- 
Ea of England. They came over from 

ishguard on the Innisfallen’s maiden trip 
to Cork, and a couple of days were spent 
in conferences with the heads of depart- 
ments at the factory. 

Subsequently it was 
originally the machinery in tthe Cork 
factory had to be put down haphazard 
owing to the necessity of meeting urgent 
demands for tractors, and it was necessary 
to rearrange all the plant in order to get 
full value from it. Extensions of the fac- 
tory had also been necessary, and three 
months ago orders for these had been 
issued by Sir Percival Perry. Surprise 
was expressed that a building strike now 
in existence had put a stop to the erection 
of the new three-storey building and the 
offices to be built on the Park road, and 
this was regarded as such a serious matter 
that the question of cutting out contracts 
in future and getting all such work done by 
the factory staff was under consideration. 
Meantime, the very fact that the company 
was s ns over £100,000 in extensions 
should be taken as sufficient answer to the 
wild rumours as to the sible closing 
down of the factory. Both Mr. Sorensen 
and Sir Percival Perry added that when 
the rearrangement of the machinery had 
been completed—and that they expected 
to be very soon—large-scale production of 
tractors would be resumed. 


SHANNON NAVIGATION. 


One of the disadvantages of the 
Shannon scheme is the blocking of the 
River Shannon to nayigation. The delay 
in re-opening the river for traffic is 
naturally giving a great deal of concern 
iu the port of Limerick, where it is felt 
that a big trade with the upper Shannon 
Is being lost and diverted to Dublin. 
During the week a deputation from the 
Chamber of Commerce attended at the 
Limerick Harbour Board to organise an 
affective protest against the delay in re- 
opening the river for traffic. It was 
pointed out that the Chamber had received 
a guarantee from the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce of a resumption of traffic 
on June Ist, but nothing had yet been 
done to make that promise effective. 
Meantime, the closing of the waterway 
had injured, and was injuring, Limerick 
very severely, and the traders and others 
concerned felt that an urgent effort should 
be made without delay to remedy the 
matter. It was arranged to appoint a 
deputation to proceed to Dublin and place 
the whole position before the Ministry.

With the 
metal at an almost record low level, the 
Allihies Copper Mine, near Bantry, is 
hardly paying its way, and, indeed, a loss 
was recorded on operations during recent 
weeks, with the result that production has 
been already greatly curtailed, and littlo 
more than a maintenance staff is now in 
regular employment. Every effort is beine 
made to surmount the difficulties of the 
present. bad times. 


KILLARNEY AND TOURISTS. 


A most interesting review of the progress 
_of tourist development in recent years in 


| Ireland was submitted at a meeting of the 


Killarney Tourist Association, and the re. 
markable increase of fifty per cent. in four 
years in the American traffic to Killarney 
was revealed. Mr. O’Brien, genera! 
secretary of the Association, told the meet 
ing that even more substantial increases 
could be anticipated when the Irish Peuris: 
Association’s project for the establishmen' 
of a sister organisation in the United 
States materialises. Side by side with the 
increased tourist traffic was the steady im- 
provement in the hotel industry, and 
everything indicated a very bright future 
for the tourist business. As an instance of 
the valuable activity of the Central Asso- 
ciation, Mr. O’Brien mentioned that no 
less than 100,000 illustrated folders deal- 
ing with Kerry and Killarney are now 
being distributed annually, while over 
ó, photographs are issned every year to 
newspapers and periodicals as far distant 
as Japan, accompanied by interesting 
articles on Ireland's tourist attractions. — 
The Association in Killarney is a very 
progressive body, and has in -.and several 
new schemes for improving the amenities 
of the district as well as advertising its 
charms. In the former category it is 
planned to re-surface the road to Ross 
Castle, to improve and extend the sign 
posts in the area for the better direction of 
motorists, to arrange better public lava- 
tory accommodation at the popular centres, 
and to endeavour to secure some relaxa- 
tion in the enforcement of licensing recu- 
lations, which, as they stand at present, 
are rather a handicap on many bona five 
tourists who visit Killarney on Sundays. 


PIG-BREEDING. 


An important letter dealing with the 
breeding of pigs was read from the sec- 
retary of the Cork Farmers’ Union at a 
recent meeting of the Cork County Com- 


mittee of Agriculture. In it Mr. Cussen 
stated that of late numerous complaints 
had been received that a large proportion 
of the pigs marketed at home and shipped 
alive to Great Britain were inordinately 
soft and fat, and he expressed the fear 
that the reputation for superior quality 
pigs would be irreparably damaged unless 
ran revert to the breed of pig that 
iad proved most valuable for general pur- 
poses, and to the system of feeding which 
produced a hard, fleshy baconer. 
Remarking that Ulster and middle 
white York boars are being retained 
in quite a number of districts, he 
states that the progeny of such boars 
are certainly attractive’ as ‘stores ”’ 
at three or four months old, but 
when developed to the baconer stage they 
have a preponderance of soft fat which 
renders the bacon unmarketable, except 
at comparatively low prices. ‘‘ The pure 
large white York.” continued Mr. Cussen, 
‘‘ is deservedly popular with discriminat- 
ing producers, and there is a ready demand 
at all times amongst curers for properly 
fed pigs of this breed.” Mr. Cussen suc- 
gested’ that ho effort should be spared by 
the Committee to discourage the use of any 
other breed. On the subject of feeding he 
dwelt on the importance of a properly 
balanced food rather than use of an undue 
proportion of a particular ingredient, and 
also remarked on the need to afford 
growing pigs. opportunities for plenty of 
exercise. Noting the letter as a very im- 
portant one, the meeting approved of its 
contents, and decided to ask the Depart- 


ment when licensing boars to license only 
large white Yorks.

BILL. 
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MANY IMPROVEMENTS. 
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AN IMPORTANT DEFECT. 
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(By * ClVIS.”’) 


Now that the Greater Dublin Bill 
has received the approval of the Dail, 
and awaits its final passage through the 
senate, the moment is appropriate at 
which to compare the principal provisions 
of the measure as it now stands with its 
‘ramework as originally designed by the 
Ministry for Local Government. 


MPROVEMENTS EFFECTED. 


While the measure falls very far 
short of the conceptions of many civic 
ormers, and while it fails in many 
respects to reach the standards outlined 
»y che Greater Dublin Commiasion, one 
s free to admit that its general frame- 
rk, and many of its detailed provisions, 
w not merely render it workable, but 
se been so amended as to change its 
vracter fundamentally, In its original 
rm lergely a mere mechanism—a ne 
“ ulfre of civic expansion—the bill 
provides an elastic instrument, and 
tains the germs of organic growth and 
aciiustinent. 

Briefly set out, the most notable im- 
provements effected during the passage of 
the bill throuch the Dail included the 
undertaking of the Minister for Local 
Government that he would adopt and 
press forward the principles of Senator 
Johnson's Town-Planning Bill and 
through its agency provide for a Joint 
Revional Planning - authority for the 
whole City and County of Dublin; the 
decision that a completely separate 
Southern Coastal Borough—with its own 
mayor, alderman and mace—should be 
abandoned; the acceptance of the prin- 
ciple of joint committees to consider 
matters of common concern to the County 
Korouch and the Coastal Borough; the 
‘xtension of the County Borough to in- 
clude Raheny and the whole coastal 
‘ corridor’’ between Dollymount and the 
houndariés of Howth Urban District; and 

provision that the Ministry may 
thin a few months ¢and must within 
five vears) set up a statutory body to 
onsider further extensions of the City 
nd Ccastal Borough boundaries. In each’ 
of these steps it is interesting to reflect 
that the Minister accepted amendments, 
all of which, in principle or detail, were 
advocated by members of the Greater 
Dublin Commission 


AN AGREED BILL. 


Not less satisfactory, and of even 
creater hope for the future of civic 
vovernment, is the fact that the bill as it 
now stanas represents a measure of sub- 
stantial agreement between the various 
parties in the Dáil. In order to realise 
the degree in which members of all groups 
abandoned their strictly party attitudes, 
and in which members of all parties found 
themselves in domestic disagreement, it is 
necessary to study the official debates. 
Not merely did members of the Indepen- 
dent group and of the Government Party 
requently find themselves in disagree- 
ent, but members of Fianna Fatt and 
ae Labcur Party vigorously asserted their 
ights of individual judgment. Thus. 
erhaps for the first time, the Ddil—faced 
with the practical problems of civic 
organisation—ceased to be a mere 
mechanism for tho registration of party 
votes and became a really deliberative 
assembly. Thus a new habit has besn 
formed and a precedent of no small value 
created, 


REMEDIABLE DEFECTS. 


Yet certain. but fortunately. easily 
remediable, defects remain in the bill as 
it stauds The Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, while displaying a most commend- 
able willingness to discuss many important 
amendments upon their merits. main- 
tained a more or less adamant attitude 
upon proposals, pressed upon. him by 
members o} all parties, that the bound- 
aries of the County Borough and Coastal 
Borough should be extended to include 
large urbanised and  semi-urbanieed 
surrounding areas, The result is two-fold. 
First, that such important urban districts 
as Foxiock, Stillergan, Mount Merrion, 
Dundrum. Baldoyle and Portmarnock are 
condemned to remain under the control of 

County Council, the great majority of 
the members of which will inevitably be 
recruited from the farming classes of the 
county: and secondly—that Section 77 of 
the bill, which provides for joint com- 
mittees to consider matters of common 
interest to the City and Coastal Borough 
‘ouncils, fails to make similar provision 
where questions of common urban interests 
will arise as between the two Borough 
Councils upon the one hand, and the 
County Council and Howth Urban 
District Council upon the other. 


EXTEND JOINT COMMITTEE PRINCIPLE. 


It is a matter of common. knowledge 
that Mr. Mulcahy is not quite happy 
about this aspect of the whole problem, 
end that he contemplates the creation of 
-ome kind of imperium in imperto of the 
County Council to deal ‘specially with 
urbanised aretis which are to remain under 
(cunty Council government. 

\s an alternative to such an ad hoe 
experinent, would it not simplify matters 
considerably if Section 77 were so amended 
as to extend the principle of joint com- | 
inittees of reference on matters of cominon 
concern to include the County Council and 
Howth Urban District Council, as well as 
the City and Coastal Borough Councils? 
Let us take a practical example of how such 
provision would simplify matters. _ Bal- 
doyle, which remains under County Council 
<overnment, requires a water supply, 
\artry maing, under the joint contro! of 
the Borough Council and of the Howth 
U.D.C., pass but a few bundred yards | 
distant from the village. Similarly, the 
solution of the problem of providing sewers 
for Portmarnock and Baldoyle can only be 
solved with the assistance and co-operation 
of the City Engineer and the fan of 
Howth, Granted the existence of a joint 
committee of reference representative of 
all the local authorities concerned, t 
problems would find easy and efficient 
solution. In the absence of such a joint 
body complicated negotiations and patch- 
work auld appear to be inevitable. B any 
timilar problems will arise for solution 
as between the Botough Council, the 
Coastal Council and the County Council 
in the Foxrock-Stillorgen-Dundrum areas. 

Once established, the principle of such 
comprehensive joint commit of refer- 
ence would almost assurédly lead to the 
formation of a standing committee of al! 
the four authorities responsible for urban 
administration in the whole area. From 
‘uch a mutually elastic relationship there 
would almost certainly develop a s0lvitur 
aiuibulande solution of the whole precess 
ot urban aevelopment. Such a joint ccm- 
mittee, dealing with administrative 
problems and working in harmony wi 
the new Kegional anning Ai tm 
would form an essential organic link witb- 
out which friction, ge niger vse 
fusion and waste would follow adminis- 
tration in water-tight compartments. | 
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CINEMA PROVIDED FOR 
PASSENGERS. 


The largest British motor vessel, the new 
White. Star liner Britannic, left Belfast 
Lough yesterday for Liverpool, prior to 
making her maiden trip in the Liverpool- 
New York service oí the White Star 
Company on Saturday next. On board were 
a number ot guests, and before proceeding 
to Liverpool the Britannic went for a short 
cruise, and is due to arrive in the Mersey 
this afternoon. : 

Few ships of recent years have attracted 
such attention as has the Britannic, owing 
to the experiment of using Diesel machinery 
to a vessel of her size. The preliminary 
trials, which were completed. a few weeks 
ago, were most successful, and the two ten- 
cylinder. Harland B, and -W. doubdle-acting 
motors, of 20.000 b.h.p., acted smoothly and 
efficiently. Messrs Harland and Wolff, the 
builders, specialise in. Diesel machinery, 
which has been recently introduced in a 
number of vessels which they have built. 

The Britannic, however, is the first instance 
where it has been applied to a trans 
Atlantic passenger vessel of such dimensions 
A sister ship to the Britannic is under con- 
struction in Belfast, and similar motor 
machinery will be introduced 

NOTEWORTHY FEATURES. 

The Britannic. which is a. vessel of 680 
feet in length. with a gross tonnage of about 
27.000 tons, is one of the most beautifully 
finished ships ever constructed in Belfast, 
and is a veritable floating palace. The 
accommodation provided for the 1,450 pas- 
sengers (cabin, tourist, and third class) will 
set up a new standard on the Liverpool- 
New York service Sh oh 

Noteworthy features include the swimming 
pool and tennis courts yn the cabin class, 
and children’s playrooms. and elevators in 
the tourist and third class accommodation. 
The size of the Britannic has given ample 
opportunity for spacious planning, and the 
diningroom in the Louis XIV. style is for 
the greater part two decks high. | Provision 
has been made for a cinema on board. and 
passengers will be able to enjoy a varied 
selection of the latest films. The smoke- 
room is a representation of a Tudor room 
in an Elizabethan mansion. 

Electricity is ‘used throughout for 
navigating and controlling the vessel, for 
cooking, ventilating, and for operating the 
enormous «mount of machinery necessary In 
a ship of the Britannic’s size.

A VAST CONCOURSE. 


The annual Eucharistic procession took 
place yesterday thrdugh the streets of Cork, 
in connection with the Feast of Corpus 
Christi.

St. Paul's, 


‘Time and legend have lent enchantment 
to the reputation of those mighty works of 
the ancients, which we term the seven 
wonders of the world, Yet we may doubt 
if our age cannot boast structures as noble 
and, in some cases, nobler, Although the 
statue of Liberty outside New York 
Harbour may lack the classic perfection of 
the Colossus of Rhodes, who dares say that 
Shah Jahan’s monument at Agra to his 
wife’s memory yields the least tittle of 
merit to the tomb of Mausolus? What 
Londoner will allow for a moment that St. 
Paul’s Cathedral is inferior to the glory 
that was Diana’s Temple at Ephesus? Of 
the seven wonders only the Great Pyramid 
survives, and for some years there have 
been fears that Sir Christopher Wren’s 
great work would go the way of Venice's 
Campanile. Fortunately, that danger has 
passed, and on Wednesday the King and a 
hundred bishops will render thanks that a 
re-fortified St. Paul’s has entered upon a 
new lease of life. For this blessing much 
gratitude is due to the Dean and Chapter, 
whe, eighteen years ago, were dubbed 
‘* scaremongers '' because they opposed the 
building. of an underground tramway 
tunnel under the east end of the Cathedral. 
To prove that their attitude was justified 
they made a thorough examination of the 
whole building, and the result showed that 
the examination had not been made too 
soon. For five years St. Paul’s has 
been dismantled and in the hands of 
builders, and for that period an expres- 
sion of London’s life has been in abeyance. 
Now the work is finished, but relief that 
the Cathedral is safe will be tempered with 
a realisation that the risk never ought to 
have been allowed to be. All those 
who venerate the venerable will mingle 
their thanksgivings with Wednesday's con- 
gregation. 


Bird Migration. 


During the last two centuries our 
knowledge of machinery has progressed 
apace, but, strangely enough, our 
familiarity with the customs of the bee 
is little greater than that shown by Vergil 
in his fourth Georgic. Unquestionably, 
the study of natural history has been 
ousted from its proper place in our 
scientific development by the clamour of 
commercial. enquiry.. Even our comic 
songs, with their qnestions where. flies 
may lurk “in the winter time,” testify to 
this ccmparative ignorance,..The sea re- 
tains, in addition to its dead, a 
multiplicity of flora and fauna of which 
we have no idea, cand of those 
living things that we see daily 
knowledge often is sadly limited. 
Especially is our ignorance profound in 
the case of the migration of birds. 
According to the Special Correspondent o! 
The Observer, Dr. Drost, of the Heligo- 
land Observatory, has arranged to place «: 
cordon of watchers along the shores cof 
the North Sea from Norway to the east 
coast of Britain, who will take up their 
posts at specified hours and report the 
movements of all transient birds. 
Already, ornithologists in Heligoland 
have collated fragments of evidence ‘hat 
point to a speed attained by certain 
species during their migrations that 's 
well-njgh incredible, The Northern Blue- 
Throat, for instance, has been alleged to 
fiy from Central Africa to the north of 
Europe at an average speed of two 
hundred and forty miles an hour. Yet, 
this bird normally never exceeds about 
thirty miles an hour. Dr, Drost's plans 
are likely to increase our knowledge to no 
small extent, both in the matter of speed 
and the order of flight adopted.

FINAL SERVICE IN NAVE. 

Canen Alexander had a large congrega- 
tion at St. Paul's Cathedral, London, 
yesterday, when he preached the fourth 
of his sermons on “ St. Paul's Past and 
Future.” It was the final Service in the 
nave before the re-opening of the 
cathedral, which has been virtually closed 
for five years. 

Canon Alexander told a Press Associa- 
tion reporter that workmen would be en- 
gaged al} night in removing the heavy 
curtain, which has cut off the dome area 
from the nave for five years, and that by 
this morning it would be cleared away. 
He said that he was gratified and relieved 
that the end of ‘seventeen years of labour 
and anxiety had been reached. 

In the course of his sermon Canon 
Alexander said:—‘‘ On June 21, exactly 
five years ago, we kept the two hundredth 
and fiftieth anniversary the day on 
which Sir Christopher 
foundation stone of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
as we know. it. A few months before: we 
had elosed the dome area of the ‘building 
in order that the great scheme of preserva- 
tion begun in 1913, might be carried out 
more expeditiously. The work then 
entered upon the final. effort at completion. 
[t is a marvellous tribute to the influence 
of St. Paul's throughout the Englisb- 
speaking world that during these seven- 
teen years we have also been able to 
raise £400.000 for the preservation of the 
fabric.’’ 

The cathedral teok about thirty-five 
years to build, and while on St. Peter's, 
at Rome, more than twenty architects were 
engaged, St. Paul’s, from the foundations 
to the cross, was the work of one man’s 
hand,

OLD IRISH HYMNS. 


SUNG AS THEY WERE 1,500 
YEARS AGO. 

Preaching yesterday morning at St. 
Bartholomew's Church, Dublin, the Bishop of 
Ossory took for his text St. Mark xiv., verse 
26: ** And when they had sung an hymn 
they went out into the Mount of Olives.” 

The Bishop spoke of the place which the 
singing of psalms and hymns occupied in the 
worship of the Church. The first Christians, 
he said, took over the psalter from the Jews 
and sang the psalms at their Services; but 
they soon added other hymns of their own. 

The oldest hymn in the Irish Church was 
the ‘* Candlelight Hymn,’’ which as early as 
the fourth century was looked upon as a very 
old hymn. Other very ancient hymns were 
“The day is past and oyer’’ and “ Fierce 
was the wild billow,’’ which was translated 
from the Greek. 

lt was inspiring to think as we sang these 
hymns, said the Bishop, that they had been 
sung by men and women who had been dead 
for fourteen hundred or fifteen hundred 
years. 

Speaking of the great Trish hymn writers, 
the preacher referred to St. Patrick and the 
unknown monk of Bangor who wrote '' Draw 
nigh and take the Body of Our Lord,” and 
Toplady, Lyte, Thomas Kelly and Mr. 
“Alexander in modern times. He dwelt on 
the uplifting and inspiring value of psalms 
and hymns, which expressed in noble 
language thoughts and aspirations which 
were too great for our own words, and which 
lifted the heart above the cares and worries 
of everyday life. 

In pleading tor the organ and choir fund 
of the church, he alluded to the long and 
faithful service rendered by Dr. Vipond 
Barry, organist of St. Bartholomew's, and 
urged the congregation to show their appre- 
ciation of the work of his choir by con- 
tributing generously to the upkeep of the 
Services.

CABINET HAS NOT 
RESIGNED, 


LORD STRICKLAND’S 
STATEMENT, 


In conversation with Lord Strickland, 
Reuter’s representative was informed that, 
so far as his lordship was concerned, he 
had certainly no intention of resigning. 
He had no news confirming the reports 
that the Cabinet had resigned and that 
the Constitution had been suspended. 

io another Press representative Lord 
Strickland said: — ‘Professor Galea, 
Minister of the. Treasury, is acting as 
head of the Ministry. Constitutionally, 
it is no business of his to resign without 
instructions from me, which have not b2en 
given, and which I have no intention of 
giving. It is my duty to uphold the con- 
tinuity of constitutional government, and 
so to interpret the Constitution that it 
shall be continuous. I know of no effective 
measure of suspending it other than by a 
British Act of Parliament, which would 
have to be specially passed.

NEW MALTA ORDINANCE. 


Irom Revter’s Cornesroxpent. 
MALTA, Sunday. 

A new Ordinance has been promulgated 
in Malta, After referring to the emer- 
gency Ordinance for the prevention of 
disturbances, it says :— 

‘Whereas doubts were entertained 
respecting the validity of certain laws 
enacted, or purported to have been 
enacted, by the Legislatyre of Malta, 
which received His Majesty’s, or the 
Government's, consent, subject to the 
power of His Majesty to disallow the 


same: 


“ Aml whereas it was feared that the 


laws would be itnpugned whilst a state of 
emergency caused by the staying of the 
plection exists, and disorder ensue; 

‘And whereas the question of the 
validity of the said laws is a matter of 
grave public concern during a state of 
emergency and a reserved matter, and it is 
cxpedient that they shall have full effect 
until such time as the Levislature of 
Malta may think it proper to re-enact, 
repeal or amend such laws; 

'“ And whereas it is desired to continue 
so soon as practicable the election now 
suspended, it is desirabk in the public 
interest to provide ayainst any possibility 
of the said election when held being de- 
clared void on the ground of the alleged 
invalidity of the Electoral Act of 1929; 

“The Governor has enacted § and 
ordained that all the Acts which have 
received the assent of His Majesty in 
Council or the assent of the Governor 
‘on behalf of the King shall be deemed to 
be valid and effectual, and to have full 
effect from the date of such assent for all 
purposes whatsoever, and all things done 
or to be done under them shall be con- 
sidered Jawful and valid.’’ 

It will be recalled that the Nationalists 
impugned the validity of the .electoral 
law, judgment in regard to which was 
expected on June 23, and if their con- 
tention had been upheld it would have 
invalidated all other laws, throwing the 
island into a state of utter chaos. 


THE ATTACK ON LORD 
STRICKLAND, 


MONSIGNOR ROBINSON'S 
STATEMENT. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDLNT, 
ROME, Sunday. 

Monsignor Robinson’s report on his 
visit to Malta, which is published in full 
to-day by the. Osservatore Romano (the 
organ of the Vatican), may be. compared 
to the summing-up of a Crown prosecutor 
in a criminal case. He says it is doubtful 
whether peace and harmony can be had in 
Malta while Lord Strickland remains in 
power, 

Monsignor Robinson recapitulates Lord 
Strickland’s career in order to demon- 
strate that wherever he was he created 
trouble, until he returned to Malta and 
founded the Constitutional Party. He led 
the Opposition for six years, and finally 
became Premier in 1927, throwing the 
island into a state of upheaval. 

Monsignor Robinson says that“ Lord 


| Strickland spends five days of the week 


in the Law Courts to fight others. Indeed, 
he is so accustomed all his life to fight 
that if he should stop he would almost 
die.”’ | i 

According to Monsignor Robinson, Lord 
Strickland mistrusts all exgept himself, 
and he considers. as: enemies. all, who 
oppwe him in the slightest degree. | “ He 
would sacrifice any individual policy or 
principle for the sake of his love of 
power, and he is cunning without 
scruples. He boasts of his Catholic 
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Lorp STRICKLAND, 


ancestors and his attachment to the Holy 
See. Of unimpeachable personal morality, 
he brought up his family in Catholic 
sentiments, but, although it may seem a 
paradox, he maintains thr¢ to be a good 
Catholic one must be a convinced anti- 
clerical.”’ 


PRIVILEGE DECLINED. 

Monsignor Robinson declares that Lord 
Strickland. tried. to .cireumvent him by 
presenting before the Maltese Parliament 
a bill conferring:on the Apostolic delegate 
extra powers, to investigate, inquire and 
administer the oath, with the object of 
trying those whom Lord Strickland would 
have brought before him, while Lord 
Strickland would. himseli have acted:as a 
Crown prosecutor. 

He (Monsignor Robinson) refused these 
privileges, observing that the Apostolic 
delegate’s authority does not emanate 
from any civil law, but directly from the 
Holy See, which had conferred upon him 
all the faculties and powers needed for 
carrying out his mission, 

Lord ‘Strickland was much disappointed, 
since he had already prepared a large 
hall where this species of political court- 
martial which he had planned ‘was to 
have been staged. 

Lord Strickland then suggested a con- 
cordat to the Holy See, and drew up a 
scheme which much resembled the pro- 
position presented by him when he accom- 
panied to Rome the. Governor of Malta, 
Sir John Lintorn Simmons, in 1889, 
about the question of mixed marriages. 

Monsignor Robinson says the scheme 
had fer its object “ to reduce the Church 
to servitude towards the State and the 
bishops’ and priests were to be Govern- 
ment employés.’’ 


COMPARED TO LUTHER. 


According to Monsignor Robinson, Lord 
Strickland aimed at destroying the 1n- 
fluence of the clergy over the people in 
order te have a large majority in the 
elections. His pretext of ‘‘ protecting the 
Maltese Catholics from the intrigues and 
undue influence of foreign ecclesiastics,’’ 
says - Monsignor Robinson, “may be 
likened to Luther’s assertions at the time 
of the Reformation.’’ 

Monsignor Robinson 
situation as follows :— 

‘“Tt is not an exaggeration to say that 
Malta is subjected to a régime of terror 
and inquisitorial despotism, the Opposi- 
tion is disarmed, its newspapers are 
muzzled, the Law Courts threatened, 
justice iz suspended, and the Constitution 
in danger, the country in a ferment and 
religion openly attacked.’’ | 

Monsignor Robinson suggests that the 
Holy See should publicly express its dis- 
! approval of Lord Strickland. 

He believes also that if the. British 
Secretary of State for the Colonies under- 
stood the extent of the damage done by 
Lord Strickland to the: prestige and 
popularity of England in Malta, he might 
declino to accept responsibility for Lord 
Strickland’s* policy or “oblige him to 
modify that policy, or find some way of 
pacifically’ eliminating him from the 
politica! field in Malta.

The Duke said he was not suggesting that 
Scotland should be a completely independent 
nation, but all he asked was that, in the 
light of circumstances as they were to-day, 
the Scottish people should be allowed to 
manage their domestic affairs in Scotland. 
He could not help feeling that some of those 
who belonged to the Nationalist Party had 
done more harm to the idea of Home Rule 
than anybody else. People who, advocating 
cutting the painter with England and making 
Scotland a completely independent nation, 
with an army and a navy of her own. 
and Ambassadors to foreign cotirts, and 
secret societies, and all these things, were 
bringing ridicule on what might be a reasons 
able and proper proposition, 

The Duke said that, if they got a Parlia- 
ment in Edinburgh to manage their own 
local affairs, the tranchise would have to be 
restricted to people who could claim Scottish 
nationality. People like Poles and Irishmen 
should not have a vote in electing the State 
Parliament in Scotland, whatever they might

WOMEN INJURED 
IN RIOTS. 


From Revuter’s CorRESPONDENT, 
BOMBAY, Sunday. 

As the result of continuous rain; it has 
been decided to postpone the procession 
which the Bombay Provincial Congress 
was to have held this evening in sympathy 
with the Garhwali soldiers, who were re- 
cently sentenced to varying terms of im- 
prisonment on account of their behaviour 
during the Peshawar rioting. 

Volunteers were sent out to announce 
by the beat of drums that the procession 
would take place some other day. 

Elaborate police arrangements had been 
made to block all exits from the Congress 
House to the main road. The police forces 
were later withdrawn, except for a small 
posse stationed near the Congress House, 
where a crowd collected, 

A company of the East Lancashire 
Regiment is being kept in readiness at 
the nearest police station. 


SATURDAY’S RIOTING. 

Five hundred, people, including seven 
women, were injured when mounted and 
foot police charged a crowd of rioters on 
the Esplanade Maidan, in the chief busi- 
ness quarter of Bombay yesterday. One 
hundred and fifty rioters were taken to 
hospitals, 

A feature of the disturbances was the 
open defiance of the police by fifty women 
Nationalist ' volunteers. They joined 
hands, and formed cordons round small 
groups of men volunteers. 

The police tore the. women’s hands 
apart. Some of the women scratched the 
police, and some received blows when the 
men they sought to protect were being 
ejected. 

The police had turned. out in strong 
force in the early hours ta prevent a 
breach of the magistrate’s order. _ Four 
hundred. constables, thirty senior officers 
and forty mounted policemen. were posted 
at various points round the Maidan. 
Indian troops ‘from the nearby “barracks 
stood by. , : 


“WAR ” GOUNCIL’S ORDERS. 

The Congress “War' Council had 
decided overnight to defy the ban. When 
the first procession of thirty volunteers, 
marching in twos, appeared at the north 
end of Maidan, the pelice called on them 
to disperse. The volunteers, however, 
continued to advance, and the foot police 
charged them with lathis (bamboo staves). 

The crowds then rushed to the scene 
and spread over the Maidan, whereupon 
both mounted and foot police drove them 
off. 

Within the next quarter of an hour four 
fresh batches of volunteers; numbering 
200, reached the Maidan -from various 
points. The crowds meanwhile swelled to 
about 15,000 and invaded the Maidan, 
despite the attempts of the police to keep 
them off. One procession, with bands 
and banners, was broken up by a lath 
charge. 

Eventually the Maidan was cleared 
except In one part, where the fifty women 
volunteers, wearing orange dresses, and 
small groups of Sikh volunteers offered a 
formidable opposition to the police.. It 
was then that the women formed their 
cordons and defied the police to arrest 
them. we

~The pilot and two passengers of a 
private monoplane had a narrow escape 
yesterday, when they lost their way after 
crossing the coast and came down into the 
sea between the North and East Good- 
wins. They were picked up by a trawler, 
Later they were transferred to another 
tr.wler and landed at Dover. The mono- 
plane sank. The machine left Heston, 
Middlesex, early yesterday morning for 
Paris. The name of the pilot and owner 
of the machine is Mr. Hylton Murray 
Philipson. He was accompanied in his 
‘plane by his brother, Mr, James Murray 
Philipson, and a mechanic. 

Mr. . ~'‘on Murray Philipson lives at 
Stobo Castle, Peebleshire, and has a Lon- 
don flat at St. James’s Court, 8.W. He 
is a cousin by marriage of Mrs. Hilton 
Philipson, formerly Miss Mabel Russell, 
the actress. His mother, before her 
marriage, was the Hon. Nina Murray, a 
daughter of the tenth Lord Elibank. 

He was taking his brother to France, 
and. expected to return to London last 
night after making the journey. After 
they had Janded at Dover they took a taxi 
to the home at Sandgate, Kent, of his 
aunt, Mrs. Encombe Philipson, and then 
motored to London. 

Mrs. Encombe Philipson, describing the 
accident, said: ‘‘ Apparently when they 
were over the Goodwins they ran into an 
exceptionally thick fog. When they 
crashed into the sea the monoplane began 
to sink, and there was a danger that the 
three of them would be trapped. The 
mechanic then wrenched open the door. 

‘The mechanic was unable to swim, 
but Mr. Hylton Murray Philipson, who is 
a strong swimmer, kept him afloat until 
the trawler arrived. They were in the 
sea about a quarter of an hour. Until 
they were rescued by the trawler they 
were not certain where they were, and 
thought they might be off the coast of 
France.’”

TO ATTEND THOUSANDTH 
ANNIVERSARY OF PARLIA-

Two new three-engined flying boats left 
Mount.

They 
are “bound for Reykjavik, where, with the 
battleship Rodney,’ they will represent 
Britain at the celebrations of the 
thousandth anniversary of the foundation 
of Iceland's Parliament. On leaving 
Plymouth Sound the machines headed. due 
north for Stornoway, where the first stop 
will be made for re-fuelling. To-day the 
journey will be resumed to Reykjavik, 
seven hundred miles distant, and this part 
of the flight will be accomplished in two 
stages, a call being made at the Faroe 

Islands for further re-fuelling. 

The machines will descent in Reykjavik 
Harbour and remain in Iceland about a 
week, during which time they will 
probably make a flight along the coast. 

Wing-Commander 8S. Smith, command- 
ing the Mount Batten Air Station, is in 
charge of the flight. Other officers are :— 
Squadron-Leader Jones,  Flight-Lieu- 
tenants Maxton and Ely and Flying- 
Oficers Saye and Ryley, with the usual 
aircraftmen personnel. The trip will 
occupy about ten days. 

The two flying boats arrived at Storno- 
way at three o clock yesterday afternoon 
from Plymouth. They covered the 550 
miles in almost exactly five and a half 
hours. The fiying boats will leave to- 
morrow morning,

to-day Lord Beaverbrook writes:—On 
Tuesday Mr. Baldwin is to address a meet- 
ing of Conservative members’ and candi- 
dates on the position of the party with re- 
gard to Empire Free Trade.

It is so 
important that the meeting should under- 
stand precisely what has happened here 
that I venture to ask you to allow me to 
explain our position. It is true that I 
suggested the referendum, and that it was 
see a the Empire crusade as a 
whole. e were then, as we are now, 
anxious to get the Free Trade Empire, 
no matter by what machinery ; ia we 
found an arrangement under which we 
were promised the co-operation of the Con- 
servative Party, perfectly agreeable to us. 
Our aim was, as was said at the time, to 
plough a straight furrow through a 
general election, and through the 
referendum to the imposition of duties on 
imported foreign foodstuffs. 

Let me emphasise the fact that it was 
with us wholly a question of machinery. 
We did not relax, in the smallest, our 
insistence on the necessity of duties on 
foreign food, and we expected the Con- 
servative Party to insist on it with us. 
But ever since then the referendum has 
been used in a way that we did not 
intend—not as a weapon of offence on 
behalf of the food duties, but as a weapon 
of offence against them. If we now with- 
draw our adhesion to that expedient, it 
is because the other side of the bargain 
has not been kept by the leaders of the 
Conservative Party. What we accepted 
purely as a matter of machinery is being 
made to work against us, instead of for 
us, ¢ d no one can call us unreasonable 
f wo declare that we have no further use 
or it, 


MALTESE CRISIS. 


THE STATE OF 
EMERGENCY, 


The Times Malta Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday :— 

The British Cabinet's decision as to the 
form of Government in Malta during the 
state of emergency has not yet been dis- 
closed, but it would appear that instead 
of reverting to Crown Colony government 
the system initiated by the recent 
ordinance suspending the elections will be 
continued. On the assumption that the 
state of affairs created by the Bishop's 
Pastoral affects the peace, order and good 
government of Mita, and, as such falls 
within the dispositions in the Constitu- 
tion referring to reserved matters, the 
Governor may legslate by ordinance. 

The only matter still subject to specula- 
tion is whether Ministers will be retained 
in office. during “the state of efhergency, 
or the‘ Government be carried on without 
them. 

The Constitution lays down that in all 
reserved matters there shall be a 
Nominated Council consisting of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, the Legal Adviser, 
and the Navy, Army and Air Force offi- 
cers. The Governor may also appoint 1 
Joint Committee of the Privy Council, 
consisting of three Ministers and three 
nominated members of the Council, to 
consider particular questions and tender 
advice. The adoption of this system to 
meet an emergency has the advantage of 
keeping the door open for the return to 
self-government. Moreover, the retention 
of the Ministers, though at the cost of 
still further embittering their adversaries, 
will confer upon the Governor the advan- 
tage of getting their advice, and will 
enable them to submit. officially the 
people’s views, and will keep them in 
direct touch with public affairs, besides 
ler ing the Maltese at least the semblance 
of representation, 


NEGROES’ CONCEPTION 
OF THE DEITY, 


ENGLISH CENSOR BANS 
U.S. PLAY. 


Green Pastures” Mr. Marc 
Connelly’s play, which presents the 
Southern American negroes’ anthropo- 
morphic conception of God, is not likely 
to be seen on the stage in Great Britain, 
as the Lord Chamberlain has refused to 
grant a licence for its performance in a 
public theatre. It is improbable that it 
will be acted by a private society, as the 
play demands a careful production and a 
big cast of coloured actors. 

In an interview a few weeks ago Mr. 
Connelly stated that, in writing “ The 
Green Pastures,’’ he was inspired by the 
mystery plays of the middle ages. The 
Deity and the Old Testament are seen 
through the imagination of the negro, 
whose idea of Heaven is that of an earthly 
holiday that includes a “‘fish-fry,’’ and 
“de Lawd” resembles the good pastor in 
the chapel. It is a simple and sincere 
‘attempt to present certain aspects of a 
living religian in the terms of its believers,’’ 
as.the author states in the published 
edition. an.

MR. SMYTHE’S VIVID 
NARRATIVE. 


On Saturday The Times Special 
Correspondent with the Himalaya Expedi- 
tion described the first ascent of Jonsong 
Peak, the highest mountain summit yet 
reached. The British member of the party, 
Mr. Frank 8. Smythe, here describes his 
own subsequent ascent of Jonsong, 24,340 
fect. 

JONSONG BASE CAMP, June 11. 
After a wild night in camp, at 21,000 
feet, on the north-west ridge of Jonsong, 
with a wonderful view of Everest, fifty 
miles away, Horlin and Schneider set off 
at 9 a.m., followed by Wood Johnson and 
me, down the steep 600 feet to the glacier, 
and up it to the snowfield at its head. On 
the glacier Wood Johnson found he could 
climb no further. I went on to try to 
catch the others, who were well on their 
way to the summit, over the last rock 
slopes. But it was 3 p.m. by the time I 
reached 23,000 feet, and after watchin 
Horlin and Schneider appear silhouette 
against the evening sky on the summit I 
turned back. On the glacier I found Wood 
Johnson very ill. He had lain over an 
hour unconscious in the snow. He made a 
great effort, and crossed the glacier, and 
attacked the climb back on to the ridge. 
Although fainting, he never slipped. 

Slowly, rope-length by rope-length, we 
progressed. The declining sun flamed and 
died around us, a vivid furnace, with bars 
of scarlet, spread behind Everest, and the 
tropic night rushed upon us. Once there 
was beautiful brocken spectre, to lend 
weirdness to what, to Wood Johnson, 
must have been a nightmare ascent, 
while to add to his discomfort the 
wind arose again, numbing his hands 
and feet. A myriad of stars looked 
down on a scene of intense effort 
as Í took in the rope for the last time. 
On Easy Ridge our servants rushed forth 
to meet us. Not until then did Wood 
Johnson collapse. His effort had been one 
of which any mountaineer might be proud. 
Schneider and Horlin came in very late. 
Horlin said that the ascent had been 
mostly easy climbing, but the loose rocks 
required care. They had climbed unroped, 
although a slip would have been fatal in 
many places. 

_ On the following day we descended to 
Camp One. Wood Johnson was “very 
weak, and fainted once. It appeared sub- 
sequently that he had been suffering from 
a severe stomach disorder, no doubt 
accelerated by his untiring efforts and 
worries on behalf of the transport of the 
expedition. 

ANOTHER ATTEMPT. 

At Camp One we met Frau Dyhren- 
furth, Kurz and Wieland, who intended 
to climb Jonsong Peak. Although tired, 
I decided to carry on and attempt the 
peak again. Meanwhile, Horlin and 
Schneider descended to the base camp for 
a rest, and the subsequent investigation 
of the Chota Nema Pass and the Dodang 
Noma Range. 

Next day we ascended to the Ridge 
Camp, but made our camp on a more 
sheltered spot below. This ase nt of 3,000 
feet was a hard day for our porters. The 
same day Kurz and I prospected for a 
route down the steel-hard ice slope to the 
glacier. Our party carried oxygen for use 
in camp, but I did not use it. However, 
its temporary good effect on climbers at 
great altitudes cannot be denied; but the 
reaction is considerable, and its value 
intermittently used is doubtful. 

On June 6 it was so windy that no 
general advance was possible, but Frau 
Dyhrenfurth and Wieland further pro- 
spected the route down the ice slope to the 
glacier and cut many steps in the hard 
ice. Next day, in good weather, Wieland 
and I completed the work of cutting the 
staircase to the glacier, taking turns in 
this laborious work. 

While completing it by cutting over the 
Borgschrund, at the foot of the slope, a 
step collapsed, and I only saved myself 
from falling into the Bergschrund by 
clinging to my ice axe with my left h-nd, 
at the expense of a sprained wrist. 

Once more our porters behaved splen- 
didly on the steep sn-w and ice, and the 
descent of our caravan to the glacier was 
accomplished without accident or any 
dropping of loads. Camp Four was estab- 
lished high up the mountain, below an 
ice wall which only portly sheltered us 
from the usual gale, which beat on the 
camp all night. 

WIND AND SNOW, 

Once again the wind dropped with the 
advent of the sun next morning, and at 
9 a.m. we were all off, each sahid climb- 
ing with his own servant, all of whom 
were experienced men. On the mountain, 
however, we were greeted with sudden 
blasts of wind which drove before them a 
torrent of snow. 

At times it was impossible to advance 
against it, and we crouched low down 
before its bitter fury. ‘The couloir was 
icy, and steps were necessary, I myself 
leading. Cutting at 22,000 feet is strenuous 
work. A long stretch of broken rocks led 
np to the main north-west ridge. Here 
the wind was almost paralysing at times. 
My servant Nimu, now comparatively old, 
was worn out after the severe work 
previously on Everest and Kanchenjunga, 
He had been Irvine’s servant on Everest, 
and when we reached Camp Five was 
forced to retire, leaving me to carry my 
own rucksack with photographic apparatus, 
etc., whilst Wieland’s servant turned back 
with his master’s sack, thereby depriving 
him of many essentials. Kurz’s servant 
Thinabo and Dvhrenfurth’s Lewa both 
behaved throughout magnificently, climb- 
ing as well as Alpine guides ;

ON THE SUMMIT. 

An instant later we were shaking hands 
with Kurz. The wind had dropped con- 
siderably, but what there was shortened a 
stay that will live in memory. A torn, 
savage mountain-world surrounded us. Our 
gaze passed at a glance over inconceivable 
distances, rested on mountains and glaciers 


unknown to man, seeking languidly the in- |. 


finitude of vast horizons, and striving sub- 
consciously to find an escape from a nearer 
and unvarying world of rock, snow and 
ice. 

The day was wonderfully clear. Perhaps, 
two hundred miles away, over the brown 
Thibetan plains to the north-east, rose a 
range of huge snowy peaks, in the direc- 
tion of Chinese Turkestan. Even at that 
distance they seemed to rival Everest. 
Were they the peaks discovered by General 
Pereira, and said by him ard others to be 
as great as Everest? To the south-east the 
whole country was covered by a cloudy pall 
of monsoon, above which the summits of 
yeaks rose like a dream-like archipelago. 
ouchonsanes was smothered in new snow, 
and from this distance its northern facets 
looked more unassailable than ever. 

Our extremities were numbing omniously 
before we reluctantly turned to. descend. 
Getting down-hill was easy work. Wieland 
and I rattled over rocks at an almost 
Alpine race, meeting en roufe Dyhwen- 
furth and Lewa ascending. Evening saw 
us once more in camp. 

Nightfall was ushered in by an increase 
of wind, and we waited anxiously for 
Dyhrenfurth. He arrived at about nine, 
very tired. His has been the greatest effort 
of the expedition, for he is forty-four years 
old. His geological enthusiasm had taken 
him to the other and lower summit of the 
peak, as the mountain is extremely in- 
teresting geologically, consisting as it does 
of Everest limstone, bedded on Kanchen- 
junga granite. He said that the way down 
had been made very difficult by the furious 
winds, raising a blizzard of snow so thick 
as to obscure the moonlight, whereon he 
relied, and there was intense cold ; but he 
luckily escaped frost-bite. 

The following day we descended to Camp 
One, and the day after to the base camp. 
On June 11th Frau Dyhrenfurth, Richter, 
Du Vanel, Wood-Johnson and Smythe left 
the base camp for Darjeeling, arriving at 
Lachen on the 15th, and Gangtok on the 
19th. The remainder will follow in a few 
days. Dyhrenfurth is remaining for 
geological observations, and  Horlin, 
Schneider and Wieland for climbing Kurz 
for topographical work. All are in good 
health, but have lost over a stone in 
weight. 
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SIR MONTAGUE LUSH,

PRESIDENTIAL SERMON i 


NO SHORT CUTS TO VICTORY. 

In the course of his Presidential sermon, 
delivered in the Centenary Methodist Church 
yesterday morning, the Rev. W. Lu ft- 
housé, M.A., D.D., who chose as his text 
the words, ' Re of good cheer, I iiave over- 
come the world,” from John xvi.-33, spoke of 
the fascination which the world conqueror 
had exercised over every age, from Caesar 
to Napoleon. 

It was, he said, the admiration that always 
followed the overcoming of enormous diffi- 
culties. Jesus. on the other hand, announced 
Himself as the teacher who was meek sud 
lowly, the very opposite of a Caesar; end 
yet, facing the final tragedy of His life, 
when all the influential classes of the country 
were ranged against Him, He cried out, “Í 
have overcome the world,” as if he, tao, 
thought of the glittering sword and the bril- 
liant prize ofthe victor. 

To understand His meaning it was neces- 
sary to know what was meant on His lips by 
the ‘‘ world,”’ in John’s gospel. It stood for 
the whole ‘* sorry scheme th-things.” which, 
as John said, “' lieg. in <the-evif one ”; the 
world, as it was. in the. first. century, of 
hatred between Jews and. iles, of the 
Reman imperialism’ which had crushed out 
national vitality, 4 society gaturated with 
greed and cruelty and lust, and founded 
upon the. institution, whieh. was regarded as 
inevitable, of slavery... It was over this 
world that Jesus prochaittied His victory, and 
John, in recording Hig words, must have 
thought of the Upper Róom 'as if it were 
the stene of a triumphal’ procession. That 
the Prince of Peace came to wage war with 
the world was undotibted, but in this war 
there were no twélve-hoir battles; rather, 
the war was like the, war of fifteen years 
ago, one continuous conflict. How then 
could ‘Jesus raise such a cry of triumph, 
a cry which seemed ‘far’ less inevitable than 
the cry of Julian the Apostate, ‘ Thou hast 
conquered, O Galilean '? 

To us the world was largely a matter of 
problems and questions; yet behind them 


We were constantly accustomed to say that 
Jesus was the answer to every problem, or 
that in Christianity we had the solution of 
all our difficulties. This might be true, 
or it might be fatally misleading. we 

To say this, and then to add, .'fhence we 
need not trouble,” or “then let us get 
people: converted. and we shall have nothing 
more to do,” would leave the world just 
where it was.’ The victory was not won by 
repeating phrases, however correct. There 
were no short-cuts to victory. The conquest 
of Jesus over the world meant the conquest 
of the spirit of Jesus. If that conquest was 
to be made explicit, it must. be » gained 
through the lives of His followers. t t 
‘seart of the “ world '” was selfishness, the 
spirit that maintained its rights, that laid 
up treasure on earth, that made for the 
highest places, that seized what it desired. 
It was not so much the indulgence in gross 
sins, it was an attitude of mind that would 
be served instead of serving. The spirit of 
Jesus was the spitit of Him who came 
not to be ministered unto, but to minister ; 
which thought everything of duties, nothing 
of rights; which denied itself—that was,

A TRADE UNION. VIEW, 

An old process with a new. name is how 
the annual report of the General Federafion 
oí “Trade Unions describes “ rationalisation. ' 

TL cannot of itself, the report states, 
immediately and appreciably affect the 
existing volume of unemployment, but it may, 
on -the contrary, through. its. attempts to 
cheapen production, actually reduce tha 
volume of labour required, and, by stereo. 
typing design as well as method, also lower 
the general conceptéon and appreciation of 
art. 

'“* These less happy results of rationalisa- 
tion appear to be as certain as they are ua- 
desizable. Attempts to cheapen by con- 
centrating. and robotising, by limiting the 
opportunities oí individual assumptions of 
responsibility, and by increasing the use of 
machinery, can hardly fail to aflect, and, at 
least for a time, prejudically affect, both 
self-detormination and artistic expression, and 
no one need apologise for directing attention 
to this probability. High prices may 
advisedly be paid for rare and necessary 
things, but it will be a very high price to 
pay: for rationalisation, if, in its efforts to 
standardise, it sacrifices man to the machine, 
and debases both originality of thought and 
‘common conceptions of beauty.” 

The report adds that those whose vital 
eoncern lies with men and women must ain: 
at regulating such of the tendencies of 
rationalisation as threaten injuriously to 
affect either personal opportunities or out- 


looks.

The first of the last two canonisations 
to take place during the Pope's Jubilee 
Year. was celebrated to-day in St. Peter's 
in the presence of many thousands of 
people, including members: of the Diplo- 
matie Corps, among whom were the Chargé 
d’Affaires to the Holy See, Mr. Ogilvie 
Forbes, and Mr. Bewley, the Irish Free 
State Minister... Special boxes also were 
oceupied by members of the Pope's family 
and the Reman aristocracy. The basilica 
was magnificently decorated with festoons 
of lights and rich hangings of crimson 
velvet, and at the altar were hung 
pictures representing the miracles pér- 
formed by the two nuns who were to be 
canonised—Blessed Catherine Thomas, a 
Spanish nun, and Blessed Dorotea 
Filippini, foundress of the Pious 
Mistresses. .

It is to be hoped and, indeed, expected 
that the new Stock Exchange account, which 
begins on Monday, will be more satisfactory for 
investors generally than was its predecessor. 
In any case, there will be a disposition to 
look for better times, if only on the ground 
that so severe and general a fall in prices 
as that witnessed during the 21-day account 
must be followed by a recovery. <A very un- 
settling influence, of course, has been the 
fresh break in Wall street, had the 
more effect because London itself had its own 
adverse influences to contend with. The 
seriousness of the position in New York 
appears to be indicated by the reduction in 
the Federal Reserve rate to the unpreceden- 
tedly low figure of 24 per cent. This sug- 
gests two things—one, that the authorities 
recognise that exceptional, if not drastic, 
measures are necessary, and the other that 
there is little likelihood of an early improve- 
ment in trade conditions in the States. 


INTERNATIONAL MONEY RATES. 

The New York rate has never previously 
been reduced to 24 per cent. and a few 
months ago the movement would have been 
regarded as foreshadowing a reduction in our 
official minimum to the same level. There is 
no reason to expect such a change. The Bank 
of England is not gaining in strength, and 
evidently a foreign demand will absorb all the 
gold in the open market for some time fe 
come. Still, taken in conjunction with the 
cheapening of money in Germany, where the 
official rate has been reduced to 4 per cent., 
the sterling exchange should be favourably 
affected, and if one could see the end of the 
French demand for gold the expected revival 
in Stock Markets might he accelerated by a 
fresh spell of cheap money. 


AUSTRALIAN SECURITIES. 


If markets are going better, there are nume- 
rous securities that should pay imvestors to 
watch. Among those we would place Aus- 
tralian State Loans. For reasons that are well 
known, these are quoted'‘at unusually low 
prices. On Thursday last the 5 per cent. 
1945.75 Stock dropped to 86, at which figure, 
without allowing for redemption at 100, the 
return is 54 per cent. The economic condi- 
tion of Australia is unsatisfactory, but it will 
improve. Much is expected from .the fact 
that Sir Otto Niemeyer, an important official 
of the Bank of England, Is to 
visit the Commonwealth to study the 
financial and economic situation, and pre- 
sumably confer with the authorities regarding 
the measures necessary to restore prosperity 
to Australia. There can be little doubt that 
the credit of the country,will improve as a 
result of the adoption of whatever measures 
are recommended by this well-known expert. 
lor this reason Australian Government Loans 
appear to be particularly attractive just now 
to speculative investors. As indicated, the 
yields are good; there can be no question of 
debt, repudiation, and almost certainly the 
stocks will in due course show capital appre- 
ciation, 


BANK SHARES. 


It follows that if the Government securi- 
lies are likely to appreciate considerably the 
various hank shares are promising purchases. 
Among these attention may be directed to 
English, Scottish and Australian £5, £3 paid, 
Shares. On the last occasion the bank had 
no difficulty in maintaining the usual divi- 
dend of 124 per cent., tax free. and as the 
shares are quoted at 53 the yield is about 
6, per cent. net, equal to 82 per cent. less 
tax at 4s.

HOME RAILS. 

On the surface Home Rails at 
sent. appear to be. one of, the 
unpromising purchases. Traffics are poor. 
and probably will not improve until 
trade is better, while it is doubtful if the 
companies have been able to effect fresh 
economies on a considerable scale, having 
regard to the increase in wages which caine 
into force last month. But when allowance 1s 
made for all the unfavourable points of the 
position the fact remains that during last 
week most of the stocks touched new low 
records for this year, and in some cases since 
the grouping. It may he suggested, therefore, 
that the position has been sufficiently dis- 
counted, and that when the outlook generally 
is better the stocks will enjoy a substantial 
recovery. 

SOUTH AMERICAN STOCKS. 


It is less easy to be sanguine about pros- 
pects of Argentine and Brazilian Railway 
Stocks, for beyond the bad traffic record to 
date the former companies especially are 
faced with heavy losses when they remit 
funds home for dividend and other payments 
owing to the depreciation of the Argentine 
currency. Until there are indications that 
the worst of this depreciation has been wit- 
nessed it might be unwise to invest in the 
stocks, but here again the position has been 
largely, if not fully, discounted by the level 
of market quotations. During this year 
Central Argentine Ordinary has fallen from 
894 to 64, Great Sonthern from 1003 to 834. 
and Pacific Ordinary from 88} to 74. Tf it 
is assumed that in the first-named case the 
dividend for the year now ending is halved, 
the rate being reduced from 7 to ó per 
cent., Central Argentine Ordinary would 
still yield £5 9s. per cent. It would thus pay 
for its keep. as they say in the Stock Fx- 
change, pending the return to something like 
former conditions of prosperity. 


INDUSTRIALS. 


Probabiv the seund industrial shares of 
English companies offer as much scope for 
appreciation as any. when markets take a 
turn for the better. It can be conceded that 
previously they were over-valued, and he- 
cause of the reaction from an unduly high 
level. or one that liberally discounted future 
possibilities, investors probably expect ‘such 
Shares to vield more than was the case a 
year or two ago. They are no longer content 
with from 4 to 5 per cent. and the possi- 
bility of more in the future, or a plum in 
the shupe of an issue of bonus shares. It is 
now realised, too, that bonus shares are not 
always a benefit. Except in certain cases 
such an increase of capital means that the 
dividend will be correspondingly reduced, 
unless. payments have heen on a very con- 
servative basis previonsly or earnings show 
a substantia! increase. Suck “increase can 
scarcely be looked for now, and for tnese 
reasons industrial shares generally are valued 
on a higher vield basis. i 


SOME SUGGESTIONS. 


Apart from these considerations prices 
lave been depressed, unduly so in some cises, 
by the generally unsatisfactory conditions 
lately prevalert, and a good many shares 
can be confidently recommended to investors 
Among these we would instance Associate] 
Portland Cement, Courtaulds, Imperial To. 
hreeo, Gramophone (H.M.V.), Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Furness Withy, Swan 
Hunter, and Vickers.. Among shares of a 
more speculative type which, in theory at 
least, give greater scope for capital appre- 
ciation we would mention Dunlop Rubber, 
Bleachers Association, United Molasses and 
Borax Deferred. 
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THE OUTLOOK. 


Until it is seen how far the recent rumours i 


of financial trouble are justified, it is im- 
possible to say that the aniditton Is over, 
but the current level of prices in all Stock 
Exchange markets suggests that there is 
more scape for bull than for bear operations 
(writes Zhe Sunday ‘imes). Buyers may 
have to exercise patience, because nobody 
can tell when Wall street may get a fresh 
scare, or the Continental Bourses start dump- 
ing stock on the London market, but, taking 
the long view, there is considerable scope for 
improvement. Since last week’s reference to 
the possibilities of Kaffirs, this market has 
revived under the influence of the satisfac- 
tory half-yearly dividends. It is still worth 
attention, because dividend-paying South 
African Mines are really sounder investments 
than many of the home Industrials. whose 
performance has so far lagged behind their 
promise. Naturally, the prudent investor in 
any mining shares will make adequate allow- 
ance for the fact that such shares are wasting 
assets. One of the chief attractions of this 
market is that it is unaffected by the political 
influences which render the future of so many 
British Industrials a matter of uncertanty. 
For this reason, among others, interest in 
South African Mining Shares is likely to in- 
crease. Those who are speculatively inclined 
may find cpportunities of picking up the 
leading Rhodesian Copper Shares on compara- 
tively cheap terms if the liquidation in these 
is resumed. Admittedly there has been a 
tendency to discount prospects too far ahead, 
and to ignore the many and serious difficulties 
that have yet to be faced before theoretical! 
ore reserves are translated into actual cash 
dividends. But the potentialities are such 
as to attract the speculator, and, provided 
he can buy at the proper price, there is a 
good chance of securing profits when con 
fidence returns to markets. 


MONEY IN NEW YORK. 

dhe general belief in the City is that the 
reduction in the re-discount rate of Federal 
Reserve Bank in New York from 3 to 2} 
_ cent. and the reduction in the Reichs- 
ank’s rate from 4} to 4 per cent. is unlikely 
to be followed by any further reduction here 
(says Zhe Observer). The two reductions in 
the official value of money abroad are re- 
garded simply as further symptoms of the 
present world-wide slump. Naturally the 
movement in New York received the greater 
consideration in view of the renewed decline 
on Wall street during the past week, and also 
because of the immense influence which 
American Stock market conditions exert in 
London and the principal Continental centres. 
In this further reduction in the value of 
money one can see summed up the present 
world conditions. Stock market inactivity, 
lower commodity prices, and a reduction in 
the volume of trade all tend to leave money 
lying idle and thus lower its price.
